Do You Love Truth? 



But if our gospel be hid, it is hid to them that are 
lost: In whom the god of this world hath blinded 
the minds of them which believe not, lest the 
light of the glorious gospel of Christ, who is the 
image of God, should shine unto them 
2 Corinthians 4:3-4 (KJV) © 

One of the Biblical truths that can be gleaned from the above 
scripture is that spiritual blindness is the normal condition of 
the unbeliever. This is difficult for many to understand, why 
would God allow unbelievers to be blinded? How could they 
ever get saved? Does this mean that they cannot find the truth? 
Not at all! 

1 the LORD search the heart, I try the reins, even to give every man according to his 
ways, and according to the fruit of his doings.

For the eyes of the LORD run to and fro throughout the whole earth, to she whims elf 
strong in the behalf of them whose heart is perfect toward him 

2 Chronicles 16:9 (KJV) © 

At every moment God is searching the earth for those whose hearts seek truth. The Holy Spirit is called the 
Spirit of truth for a reason. God is faithful to reveal Himself to whoever is out there searching for spiritual truth. I 
often tell people that whoever who seeks truth no matter what the cost or where it leads will inevitably end up at 
the foot of the cross. 

Give not that which is holy unto the dogs, neither cast ye your pearls before swine, lest 
they trample them under their feet, and turn again and rend you. Ask, and it shall be 
given you; seek, and ye shall find; knock, and it shall be opened unto you: 
Matthew 7:6-7 (KJV) 

Those who are not looking for truth will not find it, ever. Nobody accidentally stumbles upon it. It is only 
revealed to those that seek it with a perfect heart. God will not cast His pearls before swine, and neither should 
we. "Never try to teach a pig to sing; it wastes your time and it annoys the pig." as the saying goes. Trust me, I 
have tried many times. We can make the most persuasive arguments, they make no difference. We can argue, 
explain, cajole, plead or beg till we turn blue, but to no effect. Only the Holy Spirit can turn the light on, and He 
will only do so if the person really wants spiritual truth. Spiritual matters are spiritually discerned. Trying to 
understand spiritual matters using logic is like trying to see in the dark with a hammer. 

For the time will come when they will not endure sound doctrine; but after their own 
lusts shall they heap to themselves teachers, having itching ears; And they shall turn 
away their ears from the truth, and shall be turned unto fables. But watch thou in all 




things, endure afflictions, do the work of an evangelist, make full proof of thy ministry. 
2 Timothy 4:3-5 (KJV) O 

"They shall turn away their ears from the truth": this is no accident, these Christians have made a conscious 
decision to ignore and avoid the truth and become apostate. They know it is the truth, but they don't like it so 
they think they can simply ignore it. Remember, although God promises to never leave us or forsake us 
(Hebrews 13:5 KJV O), He will always respect our free will We ourselves are the only ones that can separate 
us from God. 

And even as they did not like to retain God in their knowledge, God gave them over to 
a reprobate mind, to do those things which are not convenient; 
Romans 1:28 (KJV) © 

And with all deceivableness of unrighteousness in them that perish; because they 
received not the love of the truth, that they might be saved. And for this cause God 
shall send them strong delusion, that they should believe a lie: That they all might be 
damned who believed not the truth, but had pleasure in unrighteousness. 
2 Thessalonians 2:10-12 O (KJV) 

It is only by seeking truth that we find Christ. Once we grasp this fact we can understand just how serious it is to 
God when we reject truth. As Christians when we avoid and ignore the truth we grieve the Holy Spirit of truth. 
To willfully ignore the truth is the sin of rebellion. God will not allow this to go on for long. If Christians avoid the 
truth for too long there will be a terrible price to pay. 

For if we sin wilfully after that we have received the knowledge of the truth, there 
remaineth no more sacrifice for sins, 
Hebrews 10:26 (KJV) © 

My people are destroyed for lack of knowledge: because thou hast rejected 
knowledge, I will also reject thee, that thou shalt be no priest to me: seeing thou hast 
forgotten the law of thy God, I will also forget thy children. 
Hosea 4:6 (KJV) © 

The Bible could not be clearer. If we reject knowledge and then ridicule and ignore those whom God has sent to 
warn us we risk losing our salvation.
